Thus fhould a Benefaftion be dent withs good 
Grace, and fhine in the ftrongeft Point of Light ; 
it fhould aot only anfiver all the Hépes and Exi- 
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—_ of the Receiver, but even out-run his 


ifhes: "Tis this happy manner of Behaviour 
which adds new Charms to it, and foftens thofe 
Gifts of Art and Nature, which otherwife would 
be rather diftafteful than agreeable. With- 
out it Valour would degenerate into Brutality, 
Learning into Pedintry, and the genteeleft De- 
meanour into Affectation. Even Religion its felf, 
uilefs Decency be the Handmaid which waits up- 
on her, is apt to make People appear guilty of 
Sournefs and ill Humour: But this fhews Virtue- 
in her firft original Form, adds a Comelinefs to Re- 
ligion, and gives its Profeffors the jufteft Title 
to the Beauty of Holinefs. A Man fully inftrué- 
ed in this Art, may affume a thoufand Shapes, and 

leafe in all: He may do a thoufand Aétions fhall 
Rooens none other but himfelf; not that the 
things themfelves are different, but the manner of 
doing them. ' 

If you examine each Feature by its felf, Aglaura 
and Calliclea are equally handfome ; but take them 
in the Whole, and you cannot fuffer the Compari- 
fon: The one is full of numberlefs namelefs Graces, 
the other of as many namelefs Faults. 

The Comelinefs of Perfon and Decency of Be- 
haviour, add infinite Weight to what is pro- 
nounc’d by any one. “Tis the want of this that 
often makes the Rebukes and Advice of old rigid 
Perfons of no Effect, and leave a Difpleafure in the 
Minds of thofe they are direfted to: But Youth 
' and Beauty, if accompanied with a graceful and 
becoming Severity, is of mighty Force to raife, 
even in the moft Profligate, a Senfe of Shame. In 
Milton the Devil is never defcrikid afham’d: but 
once, and that at the Rebuke of a beauteous An- 


gel. 


So fyake the Cherub, and his grave Rebuke 

Severe in youthful Beauty, added Grace 

Invincibis : Abafh’d the Devil ftood, 

And felt how awful Goodnefs is, and faw 

Virtue in her own Shape how lovely! faw, and pin'd 
His Lofs. 


The Care of doing nothing unbecoming has ac- 
companied the greateft Minds to their laft Mo- 
mints: They avoided even an indecent Pofture in 
the very Article of Death. Thus Ce/ar gather'’d 
his Robe about him, that he might not fall in a 
Manner unbecoming of himfelf ; and the greateft 
Concern that-appeared in the Behaviour of Lucre- 
tia, when fhe ftabb’d her felf, was, that her eve | 
fhould lie in an Attitude worthy the Mind whic 
had inhabited it.
